Culture: Requirements for cypripediums follow those of cymbidiums except that they require more shade. 
As they have no bulbs, they require somewhat oftener watering, and should never be allowed to become com- 
pletely dry at the roots. The plain green leaf varieties may be grown outdoors with cymbidiums; however the mot- 
tled leaf varieties require more heat and should have a temperature of 58° F. or above. Pot grown plants benefit 
by repotting approximately every 2 years. 


When grown in the home, they should be placed in a very light position such as an east, south, or west 
window. During the hottest part of the year give filtered sun if facing south, or west (such as split bamboo 
affords). Fertilize approximately every fourth watering with a complete nutrient solution such as Gaviota Or- 
chid fertilizer.
